But, O my deare ſoule, How can I praiſe worthily e-

{ſpecially the Vniuerſities without meaſure honorable, 
Vihen as I haue ſcarce touched with my lips the ſweet - 
nefle of Syrem, long ſince ſpeaking by the mouth, that 
is, the wiſedome of 1ſecrates; nor Mmna, that is, moſt 
lioly T heologie! Burgorzto, O my uſes, Ler vs doe 
what we can,fecing we cannot doe what we would:and 
low can words be wanting to him that wants mony ? 
For this cauſe therefore , O my ſoule, as thou art able, 
ling as followes. O great Brittayne full of grace, be- 
cauiz God hath crowned thee with an high Kingly and 
moſt precious Crowne, euen with ſuch admirable and 
divine Iuſtice, Wiſedome, and Knowledge , as ſurpal- 
{cth a!l that can be expreſled ; as alſo with moſt valiant, 
couragious, magnanimous , and noble Perſonages: 
Take then (I pray thee) from my hands this ſmall giſt,

Y the firſt, I vnderſtand the moſt mightie,inuinci- 
B ble, peaceable, wile and moſt learned in Diuine 

Theologie,and moſt expert inthe Greeke tongue, 

and moſt fauourable and mercifull to all, bur eCl. 
pecially to poore Grecijans , namely, the moſt excellent 
King of this worthy Iland of Great Britaine, France, Vir- 
ginia, and other moft famons Hands, being renowned 
for his ſingular vertue and admirable knowledge, and 
ſhining like the bright Sunne throughout the whole 
world, ImeaneIanst s thefirft King of Great Britaine, 
rogether with his moſt iuſt and wiſe Peeres, Honorable 
Counſcllours, moſt Religious & Reuerend Iudges, with 
the right worthy and prouident Gouernours of all Ci- 
ties and Townes, and other inferiour Magiſtrates with- 
in hjs Maieſties Dominions, And for this cauſe, I thinke 
it not amiſle,to call the King together with the ſaid ſub «+ 
ordinate Gouernours, the firſt ſpirituall Ocean. Becauſe 
as God tooke of the ſpirit of Moſes, and gaueit tothe 
ſeuentie Judges, that they might bee able to Iudgethe 
leſter matters among the people, & ſo caſe Moſes fome- 
what of his burthen. And: againe, as the Sunne is the

fountaine of all light, and the reſt of the Planets receiue 
their light from the Sunne, and ſhevw their divers opera- 
tions in the earth, one on Siluer, another on Iron,and ſo 
eucry one workes according to his nature: So the King 
being the fountaineof all Authoritie,communicates the 
{ame to his Nobles and Peeres, And as the Sunne parti- 
cipates his light to the Planets : And as the Planets doe 
ſhew their operation on the earth; fo the Nobles toge- 
ther with the Kings-power , doe gouerne and feede the 
people : And as the ſeuentie did gouerne and judge the 
pcople, together with the ſpirit of doſes, There wee 
might behold Xdofes made happie by Divine viſion, Bur 
here we may ſee our Diuine King IamEs inriched with 
many and maruelous happie indowments, Who is no 0- 
ther to vs,then the Sunne is to the whole heauens, whom 
Almightic God long and long prelerue vnto ys , before 
he bee tranſlated into heauen, which being ſo, this firſt 
ſpirituall Ocean of great Britaine doth 6gnife all theſe 
things.

© 79 ſecond ſpirituall Ocean, doth fignifie the moſt 
Reuerend and learned Diuines, and thoſe moſt ex. 
pertinthe Greeke tongue,and molt kind and reſpeRiue 
to Grecians, and all other poore ftrangers , I meane the 
Religious Archbiſhops, together with the moſt vigilant 
Gouernours and Rulcrs of the Vniuerhties, Cities and 
Townes, with the d:ligent Preachers of the word in this 
Wand and other places, in fpeciall I may vndcritand by 
this ſecond Ocean, the moſt bountifull, Reuerend and 
carefull, Maſter V:cechancellowr, &c, together with that 
moſt worthy and Reverend Maſter of Gznuell and Cat 
Colledzr, and my (moBt thankfully acknowledged)Pa- 
tronc Mo DocorGos rin, As likewiſe that other O-

cean of goodneſle, from whence flow thoſe excellent 
ſtreames of wikdome and knowledge, meeting with 
thoſe of Religion and pietie, And as Philoſophers hold 
their firſt matter capable of all formes,ſo may it be auet- 
red,this excellent Prelate, & ſounder forth of the word 
of God, to bee as fit a veſſell of honour to containe the 
principles & proceedings of all learning & knowledge: 
Which appeareih by his careful and vigila at reading, of 
the Divinitie Le&ures, the ſpace of 13. yeeres, which 
with what praiſe he bath performed, our whole Vniuer- 
ſitie can be a ſuſicient witnes, being the worthy Maſter 
of the moſt worthy ſocietie ofthe endeuided Trinitie,& 
to me both a Father and preſeruer, in my greateſt neceſ- 
ſities, And alſo that worthy and moſt learned Profeſſor, 
M.DotorCorrrns, the fole ornament and Maſter 
of that well founded Kings Colledgein the Vniuerſitie 
of Cambridge, who for olories in well doing, that I my 
ſ:lfe am ready toattend hisTriumph, accompanied with 
many hundreds more, who are ſo engaged to his boun- 
ties,that they wiſh him more then an earthly reward, for 
{o oreat deſeruings. By the ſame reaſon it is aorceable 
to th .c truth, that this ſecond Ocean ſhould comprehend 
that moſt orofound maſſe of heauenly Manna , that ſe- 
cond Demoſthenes, which doth ch eriſh, and recall as it 
were from the dead, the decealed Langua oe of the Gre. 
cians {thereby tranſporting as it were Greece into B1i- 
tznnie, and reſtoring Greece to Greece) who being the 
Kings Profeſſor of the Greeke rongue, in the moſt bleſ- 
ſed Vniuerſitie of Cambridge, hath flouriſhed thele thir- 
tie yeeres; a man of malt (and iudgement, and as Mer- 
carie {etin the highel(t top of learning : my benevolent 
Father, and BenetaQor, as alſo moitlouing to all Greci- 
ans, M.DowNnes. Morcouer, by the ſame name be a- 
dorned all the moſt Honorable and iuft Indges,and Do» 
Ctors,

Qors, with the cther learned flouds ofthis ſpirituall O- 
cean, which doe plentifully powre forth the moſt cleare 
waters of Diſcipline in this Ile of Great Britaine, tor 
they with their wholeſome precepts, doe water the peo- 
ple of God in cuery Gitie and Towne, vpon Feſtiuall 
dayes, and other times appointed, From whom words 
doe flow, euen as Riuers [rom the great Ocean, withcut 
any reſtraint(2ccording to that of the Lord) Whoſocuer 
ſhal put his truſt in me, out of his belly ſhall low Riucrs 
of running water, which is to ſay, knowledge infuſed of 
the holy Ghoſt. Yea,and that people which ſhal drinke 
of it,is made glad, asthe Stagge which hauing ſwallow- 
ed 2 Serpent, & through the violence of the poyſon ther- 
of, about to breake atunder with might and maine,haſt- 
neth to the water ſprings, whereof drinking he is made 
whole againe. Euen {o the Soules of men ſet on fire 
through the motion of the deuil,& healed by the power- 
full word of God entring into their hearts , quencheth 
that fire of Satan, as the water aſſwageth the poyſon of 
the Scrpent: hereupon ſaith Danid, As the Stagge defi- 
reth fountaines of water , ſo doth my Soule thirkt after 
my living God,

TT third Ocean doth ſpecifie thoſe which are deſ- 


cended from a Noble race,and very warlike Lawes, 
couragtous and valiant men: and alſo Merchants moſt 
generous,molt worthy & wealthy men,and thoſe which 
are mentioned of all Nations, but more eſpecially of the 
Greekes: As I hauc heard & ſcene, by reaſon of the con= 
languinitic of Conſtantize the great out of S, Helene, as 
itis found in the lyRories of the Biſhop Panphilis , be- 
cauſe Conſtantine the great and $, Helene his Mother 
were brought yp in great Britaine, And when Conſtan- 
| C tine 
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tine the great was Emperor of the Grecians, and the ceſt 
efthe whole world,the kinſmen of Conſtantin the great, 
came from Britannie to Conſtantinople, and liued with 
({ exftantine the great, On the like maner ther were Gre» 
cians ſent from Conſtantine the great into Britannie, and 
ſo the Britaines were mixt with the Grecians, and from 
that time there hath bin great amitie betwecne the Gre. 
cians and the Britaines: eſpecially,ſeeing thele aforeſaid 
Merchants did trauaile through the whole earth, As 
though this Iland were watered by the water of the O- 
ceantor their Traffickes,and for this cauſe great Britaine 
may be ſaid to be compaſled with three Oceans.

eth all men to it,)ropethcr with Philoſophie, Retoricke, 
Afttronomie,and the gkill of tyoſe expert in Phifhcke, the 
Greeketongoue and other Arts, And therefore Renow. 
ned greatÞritain 1s called, Aſzry Lig/ts, Bur eſpecially 
inthis place, is extolled the motti ;]uſtrious Camtridge, 
together with Oxferd her germane and naturall filfer, 
much ſpoke of co her praile, for their moſt eminent fame 
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in Theologie,that divine Art & other ſciences alſo,with 
their yertues moſt acceptable to God.

Here are exceeding many moſt famous DoRours, 

and other right worthy Students in this excellent 

and farre and neerc praiſed Cambridge,as allo in worthy 
Oxford, her germane fiſter , whoſe praiſe is ſpred farre 
and neere, together with other moſt Honourable Vnij- 
ucrfitics, and Colledges of great note, of thrice wore 
thy grevt Britaine; which ſaid DoRors do leade the life 
of molt exquitite Monkes , moſt temperate in regard of 
themſclues, and acceptable to God. Buteſpecially, in 
theſe honorable Vniuerfities of Cambridge and Oxford. 
Neither indcede is this inconfiderately done, For they 
call to minde the ſaying of our Lord, which is : Let y:wr 
800d workes ſo ſhine before men, that they may ſce them, and 
glorifie your Father which ts in heauen, And againe, be- 
cauſe they haue freſh in mcmorie Joſeph the fon of Jacob 
living three yeerecs in priſon; becauſe he would not com.

ber the ſaying of S. /o/» the ſonne of thunder, in his A+ 
pocalips,Cap.z. He which onercommeth, will I make a pullar 
inthe Temple of my God, And of S, Paul, Benot ourr-cate- 
fit for the fleſh and the pronifion therof, Thele worthy Da- 
tors and Studenrs,painefully imployed in their Studies 
with great praiſe , beino mindfull of the ſayings & ver- 
tues before related, doeline amodelt life, well pleaſing 
to God and the Father of our Lord Iefus Chrit, Am EN. 
heſe fil] continue, following with mercie,and recct-

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want. And my ſelfe can {peake byexperience, for they 
haue ceaſed now for theſe eleuen yeeres, to exiend their 
bountie towards me,no otherwiſe then fathers yſe moſt 
tenderly ro imbrace their children, & ſuccour thoſe that 
are in danger to bee wronged, which they doe not hand 
ouer head, but flirred vp to the ſame By S$, Panls words, 
Heb.1}. Be not forgetfull of hoſpitalitie. And that of Sale. 
mon in bis Proverbs: He that puts an eAlmes into the poore 
mans hand, ſhall at length find it inthe hands of the 1 wage. 
And that of Dazid: The holy man ſpends his dayes in 
ſhewing mercie, and lendeth,and his ſeede ſhall be bleſ- 
ſed, As alto that of our Sauiour, That which yee bane done 
to the leaft of theſe msy brethren, yee hane done it tome. Not 
onely be{towing their bountie en the good ( as Tobith 
{aith) and denying it to the euill, But they enlarge their 
hand euen to finners , becauſe they find by experience, 
that the Lord ſends his raine vpon the juſt & vniuſt, and 
expeQeth the conuerſion of the wicked , as he hath pro= 
miſed; [ willnot the death of a ſinner,but rather that he may 
conuert and lite, So theſe naw doe ſ{eeke to win the euill 
by their benefits, to the end they may repent. But theſe 
are tenderly affected each to other, and mutually louing 
one another, obleruing well this Commaundement of 
Chriſt, which is : Tu & my Commandement,that yee lone 
one another, Beſides, they are carefull ro ſhew willing o- 
bedience to their Prince, remembring that of Paul, Let 
every Soule be ſubielt tothe ſupereminent powers, for there 14 
10 power b:1t of God, And that of Peter, Submit your ſelues 
to your Gonernors: For they watch for your foules,asrhey 
that mull giue an account for them to the Lord, Fur. 
thermore,theſe are indued with extraordinary patience, 
and care to ſhew lou? and kindnefle each to other, liſt- 
ning to that which Chriſt ſpeaketh , 1» patience poſſeſſe 
yorr ſoules, And more then this, they are caried with an 
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ynwearied courſe in the meditation of the Scriptures, 
imitating Danid ; Lord, I will meditate of thy Comman. 
dements ; wherefore wee ſtile this ſeate of the Muſes, a 
place of many Sunnes, For as the Sunne ſends forth ma-

who is he that ſecs not that ore of goldand fi]uer, re- 
quiſite for the ſeruice of generous Merchants in their af- 
faires? This lland doth alſo abound plentifully with 
Brafle, ron, Copper, Lead, Oxen, Hozles,Cattell,Corne, 
Fiſh, blacke Oylicrs well ſeaſoned , and other delicates 
and dainties , not a few, a-like to Paradiſe with his 
foure Riuerstrom one head, as it is deſcribed ynto vs in 
SCIIPLure. 
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The explication of the ſixt Chapter, 5, 
O Brittanie, moſt goodly in ſpite of Enuic ! 


N ſpite of Enuie, I ſay ; forthe moſt magaificent Pa« 

laces, and wonderfull faire Colledges, as we may for 
example ſcec here, that moſt famous Colledge dedicated 
to the bleſſed Trimiie of this renowned Vniuerſitic,ſhi- 
ning like lightning , and (beit ſpoken without enuie) 
aboue all the buildings that I haue ſeene for coſt and 
curious arte;In which my ſelfe a Student for three yeeres 
ſpace,haue beſtowed my paynes day and night, for the 
obtayning of learning, wherein I was inſtructed by men 
of bleſſed memorie, and Maſters for their learning and 
vertue of all highly commended, Furthermore, in that 
famous Vniuecrlitic of Oxford I Rtudicd eight yeeres, vn. 
der men of worthy vertue, not vnlike vnto the forena. 
med. Furthermore, in regard of moſt pleaſant Riuers, 
and fruitfull Fields and Valleyes, Ships and divers other 
commodities belonging to the Common-wealth , may 
great Brittaine be worthily called, without enuie, Moſt 
goodly, Beſides, jt may alſo be called the Hauen, yea 
the Refuge and SanQuarie for Greeks, oppreſſed by the 
Turkiſh tyrannie, Yea, it may be termed the Greece of 
Greece, Furthermorz, O Muſes, though we haue ſpo=- 
ken before of the diuine inſtirutions of moſt famous 
mey, wholiue in the moſt noble and renowned Vniuer- 
fities and Colledges ; notwithſtanding , I ſometimes 
viſiting my Fathers and BenefaQors for my bodily re- 
freſhment, I hauc obſerued much comely order in the 
Vniuerfities, Where the yonger ſort doe every where 
follow the more ancient tothe Church, They doe like- 
wile make ColleQions in the Church, for the reliefe of 
poore men and ſtrangers, cuery Sabbath , ſometimes 
3 once, 
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once , and ſometimes twice in the day, But eſpecially 
I haue obſerued excellent diſcipline in the worſhipfull 
and commendable Maſters and Miniſters, who carry 
themſelues reucrently and very religiouſly, paſſing their 
dayes in Almes and bowels of mercy towards the poore 
and (trangers, In like manner,I found moſt worthy Go.

learned Vniuerſitie men ; molt skilfull Diuines and Mi- 
niſters, ſpeaking the Greeke tongue in moſt eliyant 
manner, whercat my ſpirit greatly reioyced , and mine 
heart was glad, for that I found mine owne natural lan- 
gu3ge in that moſt famous Iland of great Brittaine. 
Whereupon it came into my minde to ſay, Reioyce for 
euer, O admirable Virgin of great Brittaine, together 
with all thy right noble and wiſe Children of either ſex: 
And let all that good be ſpoken of me which agreeth 
conone other, 


I thanke Go y who hath ſent mee amongſt ſo good 
and honeſt men, and I pray theſameGo 9» , that hee 
would giue that incorruptible Crowne to all my good 
Maſters and Benefaors, aſwell to thoſe that ſhall re-
